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Dear Norman, 


At last I am beginning to recover from moving my study twice and I have 
found the photographs of the coins you sent some time ago, behind a bookcase! 
I enclose an identification of the pre=Islamic coins. They represent a good 
cross section of the currency one would expect to find in northern Pakistan. 
Of particular interest are the three coins labelled Sub Kushan. They have not 
really been published at all although I suspect they are not uncommon. Two 
years ago I examined a small hoard containing coins of this type with some 
later KushanosSasanian . coppers in Peshawar. I subsequently looked and 
found the same specimens in the bazaar at Peshawar and Taxila and there are 
some specimens (not illustrated) from the Taxila excavations in the museum 
there. The B.M. does in fact have a few coins they acquired from Whitehead 
and presumably this constituted the late Kushan currency of Gandhara about the 
5the6th Century A.D. I hope to publish a note on the group and on the hoard 
I examined. It would be interesting to know anything more that your friend 
can tell me about the locality in which he acquired his three specimens Nos. 5, 
10, 11 and it would be attractive to have anote of the weights if that is at 
all possible.
